It isthat
the Britieh mation, in revenge for the rejso-
tion ot the Alabama treaty, has determived
to ioftict upon us A scoarge—namely, to send
ever to ua itd nselesa stouk of nolrossad, actors,
dramatists, and mansgers. In otber words,
to torment. us like *'Caliban,’’ aud compel ua
to carry wood. The fear, althongh we do "ot
share it, is not altogether ungrounded, With-
eul, for the lwmedinte moment, dwelling
mpon the pressmt peculiar state of oar
mm of awhgewment, wo may mention that
n the latest Yuropean intelligence there are
two items franght with dire purport. The
frst  states that  “‘anotber ship-load” of
artisty bas departed for America. The word
viartists’’ is distimotly nsed.
frets us with more evil. It states that Mr,
Kelson Lee—n pautomimic writer—will visit
New York next season, provided the indaoce-
ment is aafliclent, There is a sablety in thia
threat which geems to have political slgaill-
e¢apoe. The eflete Dreitish Government, trem-
bling in its shoes in the Tower of Londop,
modoubtedly kuew that we had Farnle already
hure, and with the recollection of the inquisi-
tion he'd of yore within the walls of that tdted
Pritish Bastile, determinad to rask nus with an-
other torment. Clearly thers is forethought
and croelty in this. It is added, moreover,
by the alarmists, that four British burlesqus
writerp are now absolately in the land, and
yeady to perform \heir nefarions offices at the
phortest no'ice. 1f this be troe, there is indesd
eanse for popular alarm.

Rejecting, however, the political aspect of
the case, and simply takiog it as it stands,
we may safely say that the situation comes
from the pusillanimity,- meanness, and indo-
Jence of our own maunsgers. To these defects
may be added a mole-like nature on their
part which npever sees, bul only hears, the
:rpwloh of something or somebody. In the

ty of New York we bave, as a ruls, &
singularly imitative, if not ignorant, set of
managers. There are, of course, exceptions,
well known to the pablic and thoroughly
recognized by the press. Themajority, how-
ever, are of the class we have described. The
average manager snblets his theatra, and
that direful institation called an “agent’” is
st once spawned upon the town. Of old it
was necegsary Lo deal ouly with a proprietor
or manager. Now il is a&bsolutlely essential
for an artist to dapce alier the gorgeons
agent, who is ususlly as beantiful and oblig-
ing a8 a hotel olerk. By this contrivance
New York is placed on the lowest level of pro-
vincislism. These theatres have no compa-
niea. Why shonld they / An sgent will cer-
tainly make his appearance, and provide a
sufflvient entertainment for the evening. Thera
is no scenery, because the agent has imported
s mags of gacond-band scenvry from the other
side, and there are no costumes for the same
reason. The proprietor of the theatre simply
stande by smirking—if it succeed. If it
fails, he fails too—for he Las nothing maua-
Perilli_y to fall back wupon. While this
g going on our unative artists are
Boattered, our home mavufastare of art-
materinl is destroyed, our dramatists are
left at the mercy of Farnie, and the taste of
the public is utterly perverted. And per-
verted by what! By the thing called bur-
lerque, and by the buffoonery called panto-
mime, A year or 80 gsince the hook was
baited with the glow-worm called apeoctacle,
and it landed & great many mistaken fizh,
And these are what logland gives us to re-
place the healthfol drswmas of old!l  Auny ons
of the English agents might say of the Ameri-
ean public a8 “Trinenlo’ said of the strange
fish:—“Were I in Ungland now as onca I was,
and had but this fish painted, not a holiday
fool there but would give a piece of silver;:
there would this monster make a man.” Un-
fortunately, the tables are tunroed against us.
We remiain perbaps the monster, bat we give
the piece of silver—and a very largs plece too.

THE CONGRESSIONAL RECES3S,
Prove the N. Y. Hevalid.

At half-past one o'clock Friday morning
the extra gession of the Senate, called by the
Preeident to assist him in the distribufion of
the spoils, was brought to a final adjonrnment.
No uﬁ:chl a0l of Congress having been passad
providing for & summer or fall session to keep
watch and ward over ‘‘the man at the other
end of the avenue,” asin the pslmy days of
Andy Johuson, there will be a Congressional
recess till the first Monday in December next,
unless the President, in the interval, shall
deem it expedient to oall the Senate together
for exeoutive purposes or the two housas for
legislative business. In short, the President
is left for seven months Lo get on'in the coq-
duot of the domestic and foreign affairs of tha
‘tovernment, "with or without the further
asgistance of Congress, as he may elect,

It is given out that, having rattled off all
the important domestic and foreign offices,
having ‘sacured all the lsgislation neosssary
for Southeru revonstruction, haviag provided
snug places in the recogaition of egaal politi-
cal rights to white men, and women too; .and
red men and black men, war men aud paace
mex, including the Quakers, and being in no
particular hurry to settls the Cuba gasstion
or the Alabama olaims, General Grant will
take thivgs quistly during the alaence of
Congress, aud, rbove u!l things, will maintain
the policy of peace with foreign mnations.

ére will be no tronbls with Eugland, wa are
told, and irom what bas besn said abon’ San-
ford, nominated for Bpaio but not confirmesd
Wwe are left to infer that Mr, Fizh has taken a
leaf from the foreign polivy of Mr, Seward
and wonld rather pay a good round snw for
the 1sland of Cuba than get it for nothing.

. e muat, however, be exonsed in the liberty
of submitting to General Grant that decisive
action In our foreign affairs is Lis troe policy
and not “‘musterly innctivity.” W have had

uite enough of that under the two Johnsons

¢ House regolutlon on Cuba and the great
speech of Benator Buwuer on the Alabama
elaims embody the prevalling public opinion
of Ih& Unltﬁd Sllluﬂ on thegs Breat .Iueatigns
Nor do we think it will be wise, from pm;guq:
indieations, to sit atill and 1ot these fore n
eomplioations drift along till the regular mﬂst.
ing of Congress next winter. Oa tha contrary
we bold that to carry out any decisive steps
contemplated by the administration, requiring
the cotiperation of Congress, it will Ls better

oall an extra sesslon of the two honses to
meet these rroposluona al an early day than
to walt till next December; or if (eneral
Grant, like General Jackson, on the maip
qmﬂ.l«nf were to “‘assume the responsibility’?
of & decisive nltimatum in advanoe of a call
upon Congress, he would be in no danger of a
doubtinl support from Congress or the people.

At firat
view the advaniage of the bargain appears
wholly on the sida of Canada, for the ‘tract of
whioh that Dominion bocomes possessed Ia
enormous, inoluding at least 200 millions of
acres of fertile soil, beside vaet metalliferons
regions; but we find on examination that the
position of the company was such as to vir-
tually force it to a eale of some sort, and that
the Inevitable fatnre expenne for coloaization
and pettlement which the purchase entails
upon the mew poseessor will be so vast that
10 larger immediate oullay could be safely
vitked, The privilege of colenization was
open to the proprietors themselves, bul
under restrictioga that wonld have impalred

rather than added to the valne of
their posecsglons, and the reasonable
remonstrances of Lhe DBritish provinces

sgainst the continned monopolies of commercs
and exclusive territorial claims had become
too pressing to be looger resisted by the Homa
Government. The company had no oause L
complain. It receives in ready cash a sum
equal 10 one-fonrth of the highest eatimate of
ite entire property, for giving up a tract to
which it was by no means certain that it had
a legal right; it retaius the far trade, hitherto
the only source of ite prosperity: it i3 relivved
of all expersen of government, and it holds a
future claim npon the twenticth part of lauds
whibth wonld never have become salable nnder
ite administration, but which will now, in the
| couree of time, rize to great value. Whether
Canada has done as well aa it might is another
gquestion. There ia strong reason to beliave
that if the charter of the company had basn
gbjeoted to striot legel investigation, it wonld
bave been fonnd defective to an extsnt war-
ranting the ocoupation of the desired tract,
withont any compensution at &ll} and even if
it had proved valil, no.cther castomer was al
band, and the sale, 8s we have said, had be-
come A posilive neceesity.

Weare not informed as to the preoies amonnt
of territory which Cavada seonres. The limils
of the company’s possessions have never been
very accurately fized, According to the
original graot of 1070 Rupert’s Land included
the entire region the rivers of which flowed
into Hudeon’s Day or Hadson’s Straits, bat
the incursions of the Irench, up to ths time
of the cession of Canada to Kngiand, showed
how powerless the owuvers were to sustain so
vast & ¢laim. Rival trading companies, too,
began to dispute their supremaoy in the early
part of the present century, and savguinary
covfliots were frequent until a geunsral con-
solidation was socompilahed in 1821, At thur
period & new leass was'granted fora term of
years, givipg the company control of the en-
tire American territory nporth of the United
Stated and Canads, +xcepting that held by
Russia. This lease expired in 1559, and was
not renewed, and the proprietors were thrown
back npon the conditions of their first charter.
Their greedy interpreiation of this instrament
was dieputed by Cauada, and for the past
ten years the respeotive rights of both parties
have been a subject of voutroversy. Itis now
gettled mpon terms which, althongh not cor-
responding to tbe iuordinate pretengions of
the company, may be considered extremely
advan tageouns on all sides.

PRACTICAL PATCHING,
Frowm the N, Y. Warld,

It is to be hoped that the present mania for
reconstructing Siates on a purely political
bagis will mot pass away till the State of
Rhode lsland has been remodelled. lo that
BState no less than eight thousand white citi-
zens are disfranchired for lack of a small pro-
perty qualifioation. Their enfranchisement
wounld make the BStn'e Democratiec by two
thousand majority., While there is talk of
partitioning Texas g0 that the western part of
the State, which is supposed to be Republivan
in politics, can be represented in Congress,
and of remodelling velaware by adding to
that BState eight oconnoties from Mary-
land and two countiea from Virginia,
gurely something should be done to briog
Rhode Island up to the proper State standard
in population and territorial bonndaries, A
glance at the map will show how easily this
could be done by roupiog & line dus morth
from the present western bonudary line of the
Btate, 50 83 to out off all of Massachusetts
east of Worcester and add it to Rhode Island.
For the mew Siate go coonstituted a
new oconstitution wonld be needed, which
gshonld be submitted to a Democratic com-
mittes for dscision; aud, if need be, for revi-
sion. It wonld be required that the new
copgtitntion should make no distinction in
voters on account of property, and the
acceptance of the constitution, together
with the repregentation of the mewly recon-
strooted State in Covgress, shonld be made
conditional upon the rejection of the pro-

osed fifteenth amendment. With the strong

emocratic vote which wounld come in with
the enfranchisement of the now debarred
citizens of Rhode Island, the part added
from Massachugetts, iuuluuﬁng Bozaton, would
goon be Demooratic, for the business intereats
and intelligence of the State are in that sec-
tion, and where schools are plenty Democracy
best flourishes. Such a State, so constituted
in the very heart of Now Eogland, weuld fairly
radiate intelligence to the éxtremest limits of
that now benighted sevtion, and wounld stand
ae & bulwark agaivst the fanaticlem, foeticiam,
-and dlsanionism of tbat region. We ows this
reconstruction net less to down-trodden
Ithode Island than 'c the rest of the conutry,
g0 Jong apd 8o rainonsly ruled by theismatics
of the East. Let thiz work of guun!pe{rwnn-
gtruction proceed wiitont delay. The prece-
dent of carving States for political purpozes id
fully established. As for the ministers, cabi-
pet snd forelgn which, come from what now
conatitntes Masgaobu etta, let Massachnsetls
geverously give then to the country.
